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Dr. Grayzel Urges Training At YMHA’s 
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National Jewish Post 

WILDACRES, N. C.—Because 
Jaws cannot be relied on in case 
of anti-Semitic attacks, Jews 
should be prepared to protect 
themselves if necessary, Dr. Solo- 
mon Grayzel told the Institute of 
Judaism this week. 

One of the recommendations 
of the noted Jewish historian 
was that YMHA’s and Jewish 
Centers be turned into training 
centers for boxing and even use 
of arms in self-defense. 

Following a debate on the de- 
sirability of group libel laws, 
Prof, Grayzel asserted that Jew- 
ish history was proof that laws 
cannot protect, that existence 
of laws even creates a condi- 
tion of helplessness on the part 
of attacked Jews. 

Another suggestion. made at 
the Institute was the indoctrina- 
tion of police forces with the 
dangers of riots and the need for 
law and order. 

The Institute, being held at a

Morgenthau Confirms Through 
With UJA; Mizrachi Hint Drive

W YORK—In an exclusive statement to The Post, Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., this week confirmed a report in The Post last week 
that he will not take any part in the 1950 United Jewish Appeal 


eampaign. 


“When I accepted the general chairmanship of the United 


Jewish Appeal for 1949 at the 
urging of the agencies composing 
the UJA, I did so with the under- 
standing that this responsibility 
would be terminated on Decem- 
ber 31, 1949,’ he told The Post. 

“I am confident that there are 
others who can and will serve in 
the position of 
leadership of this Rr. 
very great organ-f © 
ization which has i« 
been the chief-™ 
expression of =: 
American Jew- 
ry’s concern for 
the survival of 
our people,” he 
said. 

His commentMORGENTHAU 
came as U.S. Jews awaited a pro- 
mised statement from the UJA 
in its newest battle. The issue was 
the demand of the Council of 
Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds for a voice in the recon- 
Stitution of the 1950 UJA, and a 
Struggie between the UJA and 
local communities on the issue of 
disbursements of funds collected 
for the UJA through the local 
communities. 

The New Debate 

The UJA position is that every 
Possible cent must be channeled 
to Israel to help meet the tidal 
wave of immigration and resettle- 
ment of the flood of DPs. The 
Position of the CJFWF is that if 
local communities feel that some 
of the funds should be allocated 
to local needs, the local commun- 
ities should have the right to 
Make such decisions. 

Another indication of difficul- 
ties for next year’s drive was 
Iidicated in the well-supported 
report that the Mizrachi Zion- 
ist Organization of America has 






indicated it is not satisfied with 

an allocation of $900,000 from 

the UJA. 

According to the reports, the 
religious Zionists have decided to 
conduct a drive of their own 

in 1950 for a total of not less than 
$2,000,000. That was the sum the 
Mizrachi Organization asked this 
year from the UJA. 

The appeal was made on the 

customary basis under which na- 
tional organizations have for the 
past decade given up individual 
- drives and joined in the annual 
UJA campaign in return for al- 
locations from the total collec- 
tions. 

Morgenthau’s statement that he 
had accepted the 1949 general 
chairmanship on condition his ser- 
vices would end automatically 
Dec. 31 was the first disclosure of 
that arrangement. 

After Big Battle 

Morgenthau took the 1949 gen- 
eral chairmanship after a battle 
that almost wrecked the Zionist 
Organization of America. Morgen- 
thau insisted on having Henry 
Montor as His executive director, 
an appointment bitterly opposed 
by the leadership of the ZOA, 
then headed by Dr. Abba Hillel 
Silver and Dr. Emanuel Neu- 
mann. 

The ZOA, through its control 
of the United Palestine Appeal, 
a constitutent agency of the UJA, 
fought Morgenthau’s demands un- 
til the Jewish Agency executive 
called an extraordinary plenary 
last January. 

The session stripped the ZOA 
of its control of the UPA, accep- 
ted Morgenthau’s terms and led 
to the resignation of Silver and 

Neumann from the Agency. 


NCRAC OKs Stand For U.S. Press 
Denouncing Dual Loyalty Charge

NEW YORK—The National Community Relations .Advisory 


Council, coordinating body for U. S. 


Jewish civic defense groups, has approved a statement for the general American press denouncing 
charges of dual loyalty against Zionists and affirming the complete loyalty of U.S. Jews to the United 


States. 


A resolution to that effect was adopted by the executive committee of the NCRAC on June 16, 


it was disclosed this week, and 
the resolution was sent to local 
Jewish public relations commit- 
tees. They were asked to vote on 
whether they wished to be includ- 
ed among the signers of the state- 
ment. 

Karly reports indicated that 
most local Jewish groups in the 
NCRAC would vote against the 
resolution. 

The vote in the executive com- 
mittee was 11 for and eight 
against and was marked by a not- 
able split between the Anti-De- 
famation Legue of B’nai B'rith 
and the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. The two civic defense 
groups normally work closely to- 
gether. Their fund-raising, for in- 
stance, is handled by a single arm, 
the Joint Defense Appeal. 

The American Jewish Commit- 
tee voted with most community 
representatives on the NCRAC 
executive against the proposal. 
The ADL, in a rare display of 
agreement with the American 
Jewish Congress, veted for it, as 
did the Jewish Labor Committee 
and the Jewish War Veterans. 

The decision to take a vote on 
the proposal apparently marked 
the breakdown of efferts to per- 
suade the anti-Zionist American 
Council for Judaism to drop its 
campaign of such charges. The 
Council is the only group in 
American organizational life, Jew- 
ish or otherwise, to actively pro- 
mote that thesis. 

The plenary of the NCRAC at 
an April 28-May 1 meeting, for- 
mally took up the issue and nam- 
ed a committee to contact the 
Council for negotations. (NJP 
May 13). 

During the past year, the 
Council’s method of pushing its 
charges of dual loyalty has been 
in providing public platforms 
for non-Jewish speakers to 
make such accusations. 

Similar charges were made at 
the fifth annual conference of the 
Council in April. 

A Council spokesman was 
asked at the convention what he 
thought about proposals that the 
Council keep its fight against 
Zionism a “family affair” by re- 
stricting its denunciations to the 
Jewish press. 

The spokesman said that the 
Council would stop going to the 
non-Jewish press when the Zion- 
ist movement did likewise. 

When it was pointed out to him 
that Zionism did not attack he 
Council in the general press, the 
spokesman said “we _ consider 
Zionist press activities in the gen- 
eral press an attack on Jews.” 

The text of the resolution which 
the NCRAC plans to release to 
the general press reads: ‘ 

“The executive committee of 
the NCRAC has taken note of the 
allegations of dual and diminished 
loyalty made against millions of 
American Jews, Zionist and non- 
Zionist, who express their cultural 
and religious relationship to the 
Jewish people of Israel. The 
NCRAC, representing through its 
affiliated national and local agen- 





cies the Jews of America, declares 
these allegations to be a malicious 
libel against the Jewish commun- 
ity of the United States. It de- 
clares further that those who per- 
sist in impugning the loyalty of 
the American Jewish community 
are themselves rendering gravest 
disservice to the principles of 
American democracy. Proud of 
our contributions to the strength- 
ening of American democracy, we 
reaffirm without reservation our 
right as American citizens to con- 
tinue to express our cultural, re- 
ligious and philanthropic relation- 
ship with the Jewish community 
of Israel.” 

Because the decision of the 
NCRAC executive committee was 
not unamimous, the resolution 
will not be released in the name 
of the NCRAC. 


That requirement was adopted 
at the April plenary session. The 
statement of the executive com- 
mittee will be released only in the 
name of those organizations which 
agreed to it. 

Those arguing for release of 
the resolution agreed that the 
Council has been silent on the is- 
sue since its April convention but 
that “whether those who have 
spread the libel are still articul- 
ate, today or whether they are 
being quietly persuaded to cease 
and desist, bears no relationship 
to the problem. 

“The charge has been leveled. 
It will be repeated by the foes 
of the Jewish people and of Israel 
whenever events in or relating to 
Israel may require the Jews of 
this country to speak out forth- 
rightly for justice to the Jewish 
State. Like the blood libel, the 
dual-loyalty charge need no long- 
er be created anew; it need 
merely be reyived.” 

Backers insisted that counsels 
of silence on grounds of “public 
relaticns” were “defining Jewish 
self-respect in terms of momen- 
tary expendiency rather than en- 
during values. Had such consider- 
ations of public relations prevail- 
ed years ago, the Jewish people 
would never have survived; nor 
would the Jewish State ever have 
been so magnificently and _ in- 
spiringly reborn.” 

Those who opposed the resolu- 
tion contended that publication in 
the general press would “serve 
only to spread the charge of dual 
loyalty. There is every evidence 
that only an insignificant segment 
of the general public is at present 
cognizant of the charge.” 

“The only possible purpose to 





be served by publication of this 
statement would be to give ex- 
pression to justifiable resentment 
of these allegations,” opponents 
contended. “This is hardly suffici- 
ent justification to incur the 
grave risk of © “orming millions 
of Americans for the first time 
of the existence of the charge.” 

Opponents also hinted that 
Council leaders might be persuad- 
ed to drop the battle, a possibil- 
ity that could be torpedoed by the 
proposed release. 

Foes of the proposal argued 


.that Council leaders would be 


placed in the position of being 
compelled to justify their charges 
cf dual loyalty. Not to do so, the 
foes of the resolution argued, 
would place Council leaders in 
the position of admitting that 
they were authors of “a malicious 
libel.” 

The opponents of the resolution 
agreed that the Council was hard. 
ly likely to overlook the publicity 
possibilities in such a defense, 
with the result likely to be one 
of “wider dissemination of the 
harmful allegations, perhaps in 
an even more violent form.” 





Ask Re-Impose Ban 
On Mosley’s Parades 


LONDON,—(JTA)—The mayor 
of the London borough Hackney 
this week called on the metro. 
politan commissioner of police 
to reimpose the recently-expired 
ban on poliitical processions. The 
ban was imposed last March after 
followers of Sir Oswald Mosley, 
the British Fascist, created a 
series of anti-Jewish disturb. 
ances, 

In his letter to the police com. 
missioner, the Hackney mayor 
said that “recent events and rep. 
resentations made to me have 
made it quite plain that the time 
is not yet opportune for lifting 
the ban.” He cited a number of 
recent cases in support of this 
statement.

WHAT WAR? THERE WAS A DP HOUSE

ee the first week in April 1948, a few days after my ar- 
rival in Palestine, I was present at a ceremony when a new 
house was dedicated for immigrants. It was a fantastic scene. 
There was shooting all around, but no one permitted the shoot- 
ing to interfere with the ceremony. , 
General Zionist leaders from America were ; 
present, since the Zionist Actions Committee was # 
meeting at that time.

Suddenly shots were heard. 

“Rootz!” (Run) somebody gave a quiet com- ; 
mand, and a few young men. wh ohad been watch- 
ing the ceremony took off at a trot and disappeared 
in the trenches. 

Otherwise nothing changed. The speaker went on with his 
address. Here and there someone remarked that the shooting 
came from nearby orchards, but the crowd remained still and at- 
tentive to the addresses. 

One of the speakers remarked that this was the only country 
in the world that was preparing to receive new immigrants while 
battles were in progress,

AFTER THE ADDRESSES refreshments were served in the 
open air. No one in the crowd thought of hurrying on account of the 
shooting. Then everybody was invited into a building that was be- 
ing erected. Meir Hartman showed the visitors around, explaining 
what the house was going to be like. It was going to be a house 
for new immigrants. 

After the visit to the house, we were taken to another part of 
the town, on Basel street, where another Immigrant Hostel stood. 

In March 1949, I came to see the house on Basel street in Tel 
Aviv. I heard neither shooting nor speeches. There was no ceremony. 
The house on Basel street was no longer an idea—it was a humdrum 
fact. Immigrants were now coming.in by the thousands—a thous- 
and a day. The house on 54 Basel street was full of newcomers to 
eapacity. The second story is occupied by Isaac Kubowitzky who 
is managing the offices of the Constructive Fund of the General 
Zionists. The rest of the building is taken up by unmarried new- 
comers to the country who are General Zionists. 

Over 80 people, four in a room, live in neat, orderly and fairly 
comfortable rooms. The women’s rooms look somewhat more at- 
tractive, with a flower pot and a picture on the wall and the room 
tidied up. There is not enough luxury in the rooms, though, to 
make any denizon desire to remain in it longer than he can help it. 
People who spent years in barracks prefer a little hovel of their own 
to a luxurious place they spend with others. 

© 

THE INHABITANTS ARE CAREFULLY selected. There is 
plenty of material now to select from, and there are now many hos- 
tels like the one on 54 Basel street. So the inmates are interesting 
people, and each one has an interesting life story to relate. 

They do not always remain in the house. Three months for 
one person is the prescribed limit. After three months an ex- 
tension, usually or one month, may be obtained, for good reason. 

The surroundings for the immigrant at 54 Basel street are 
sufficiently attractive to give him enough peace of mind to be able 
to work and look for work and plan a more permanent arrangement 
when his three months are up. 

Many leave 54 Basel street to get married and take up house.

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Pasadena Jews Organize First 


Organic Community I S.

PASADENA, Calif.—The only organic Jewish community in the United States—based on the 
principle that its members owe first responsibflity to the commuhity, rather than to the syna 
gogue or to any secular Jewish organization—has ended a successful first year of operation. 

The Pasadena Jewish Community (PJC) is exactly that. Its members belong to it, its rabbj ig 
hired by it, its temple is run by it, its organizations all are a part of it. 


The only’ qualification for 
membership is public readiness 
to identify oneself as a Jew. 

Of the 500 Jewish families in 
Pasadena, some 300 are enrolled 
as members and another 100 fam- 
ilies are expected to be added by 
this fall. 

A Pasadena Jew can still be- 
long to the local B’nai B'rith 
chapter or to the Jewish War 
Veterans without being a mem- 
ber of the PJC. Since all Jewish 
organizations in Pasadena _be- 
long to the PJC, however, the 
social climate is getting tougher 
all the time for the Pasadena 
Jew who is a Jew only at the 
regular meeting of B’nai B'rith. 

According To Ability 

Each person pays according to 
his ability to pay. Each man or 
woman is given individual mem- 
bership in the PJC, although con- 
tributions are made as a family. 

There is only one type of mem- 
bership, regardless of whether 
the contribution is $200 a year 
or nothing. 

“The sole criterion is affirma- 
tion of a desire to be a part of 
the Jewish community, and a 
self-assessment which is rea 
sonably equitable,” says Rabbi 
Max Vorspan, the youthful spark- 

plug who sold the idea to Pasa- 
dena Jewry. 

“As a ractical matter, we have 
determined that ome dollar a 
week is the official minimum, 
with contributions smaller than 
that subject to approval of the 
membership committee.” 

Disciple of Kaplan 

Rabbi Vorspan is a Conserva: 
tive rabbi and a disciple of Dr. 
Mordecai M. Kaplan, the High 
Priest of Reconstructionism and 
the most noted spokesman for 
the idea of the organic Jewish 
community. 

In concrete terms, what is an 
organic community and how does 
the Jewish life of a member dif- 
fer from that of a Jew in the 
typical Jewish section of any 
American city? 

The main difference is that 
in the typical Jewish section, 
members suffer from the curse 
of segmental Jewishness, ac- 
cording to Reconstructionist 
theory. The individual is only 
a part-time Jew, or a Jew by 
accident of birth only. 

This situation is mainly respon- 
sible, the Reconstructionists ar- 
gue, for the sorry state of Amer-

ican Jewish life as a mechanism 
by which U. S. Jews can deal 
democratically and efficiently 
with their problems and needs 
as Jews. 

What’s The Difference 

How does life for a Pasadena 
Jew differ from that of say, a 
San Francisco Jew? 

One of the fundamental differ- 
ences is that a San Francisco 
Jew can take part in many 
phases of Jewish life while re- 
jecting all responsibility for the 
needs and problems which do not 
concern him. 

Another difference is that 
there is a price tag on his par- 
ticipation in Jewish life which 
may or may not have any rela- 
tion to what he is getting for his 
money. Hence many activities 
in Jewish life are bypassed be- 
cause separate institutions in the 
Jewish community are regarded 
as too expensive for the individ- 
ual’s pocket book. 

What He Gets 

In Pasadena, any member of 
the PJC has full access to the 
institutions of the organic com- 
munity. His membership gives 
him access to the Temple, an au- 
ditorium, classrooms, a youth 
room, a lodge room, a sukkah, 
a library, a shop, nursery, kitch- 
ens, playground and sports faci- 
lities. 

What is the machinery by 
which the benefits of the organ- 
ic community is are brought to 
its members?

Legally, the PJC is a non-prof. 
it corporation. Checks are made 
out to the PJC and all workers 
are paid by the PJC. 


The PJC is run by a board of 
directors consisting of 25 electeg 
members plus the heads of the 
nine bureaus which make up the 
framework of the organization, 
A board of trustees of 60 persons 
determines the total budget of 
the community. 

The bureaus are the working 
heart of the community, accord. 
ing to the young rabbi. Some are 
new, a few remain to be organ. 
ized, some have functioned for 
some time. 

The bureau of religious actiy. 
ities provides the religious ser. 
vices needed by the community, 
On past High Holy Days, the 
PJC rented the Pasadena Civic 
Auditorium. Its doors were open 
ed free to any one who wished 
to worship. No tickets were sol 
and no seats were reserved. 

That bureau also is responsible 
for kosher facilities, supervision 
of the local kosher meat market 
and for the community’s ceme 
tery. 

All formal Jewish education is 
handled by the bureau of educa. 
tion, which operates a Hebrew 
nursery, a Sunday school, a He 
brew school and an adult school, 

The Other Bureaus 

Other bureaus include those for 
center activities, the youth eom. 
missien, civic and social action, 
library and bureau of publica 
tions and public relations. 

The chairmen of the bureaus 
are named by the board of di 
rectors on recommendation of the 
membership of the bureaus. A 
central treasury and a centralized 
bookkeeping system assures the 
smooth functioning of the ma 
chinery by providing a budget 
for each bureau. 

The idea of an organic com 
munity on paper may seem like 
a good one and the machinery of 
the PJC looks fine. But how has 
it actually worked out in terms 
of the needs of Jews and in terms 
of the battles which consistently 
rock organized Jewish life in the 
US.? 

Rabbi Vorspan has a cautious 
preliminary comment on all such 
questions.

Too Many Now 
Rabbi Heller made his res- 
ponse in an article “Orienting 
American Zionism,” in the sec- 
ond quarter, 1949, issue of the 
Hebrew Union College Quarterly.

WANT TO RETURN TO REAL TRUTHS 
ON LIFE? TRY SOME GARDENING

H*: in jest, but half in earnest, I should like to recommend 


that every college and university, every professional school, » 


medical, legal or theological, add to its curriculum a required course 
in backyard gardening. No graduate should be permitted to receive 
his sheepskin until he can satisfactorily indicate 
that he has spent the required number of hours jn 
the simple toil of spading, hoeing, weeding and 
generally caring for a garden plot. 

I am convinced that such a course would con. 
stitute invaluable character training and would 
develop the trait of character which is most lack. 
ing in those educated and intellectual snobs of 
whom I am one. It would be a valuable lesson for 
us to learn that not everything comes out of a 
book, that glib speech and facile memory are not 
always of superior value, that not all the learning in the world can 
alter some of nature’s basic processes. 


MY OWN BACK-YARD VEGETBLE garden began almost as a 
lark, but it has developed into something infinitely precious, almost 
defying analysis. The little seedlings which @yrout in due course 
after sowing carry within their unfolding leaves all the magic and 
all the mystery of creation and growth. As I kneel in the rows and 
drop the seeds in their furrow, covering them with the proper 
thickness of earth, I feel myself close to the very elements of life, 
In the dawn of human existence, long before our civilization and 
its jumble of politics, economics, organization, industry—this was 
still the elementary act of life. 

The young plants must be cared for tenderly, and attention js 
lavished on each bit of burgeoning green to an extent which is im. 
possible, of course, on commercial farms. Yet in my garden I know 
each single plant. I watch the growth of the pepper plant with 
anxious eye. I cultivate carefully around each beet, and gently 
finger the slowly swelling root. My eyes caress the broad, green 
expanse of waving corn, and I follow with anxiety the depredations 
of the Japanese beetles who, sated with my neighbor’s roses yet 
find appetite for my corn. 

Down on all fours in the garden, propping up the floppy onion 
sets, pinching back the spinach before it runs to seed, carefully 
picking the green caterpillars out of the green foliage of the carrots 
—here there is no room or time for concern about the problems 
which man has created for himself. How remote the many Commu- 
nist trials seem at such a moment. How indifferent the gardener 
can be to Zionist politics ar plumber’s bills, or John L. Lewis or 
rabbinical conventions. Only this square foot of earth is important; 
only this bit of greenery is in the forefront of attention. All else 
is remote and of no concern.

ULTIMATELY WE RETURN to the civilized world of worries 
and responsibilities, but when we do it is with a new perspective 
and a new sense of values. The hypocrisies and the Shams and the 
artificialities of what we call civilized life are glaringly exposed in 
contrast with the simple, primitive facts of the garden. 

Well cultivated soil, a seed, sunshine, rain, some care—and the 
expected results will ensue. The gardener has learned that you can't 
cheat the soil; you can’t argue with the seed; there is no superiority 
of wit or intelligence or acquired skill. Growth is in accordance 
with the most primitive laws of nature, and only the gardener can 
sense the deep humility of one who realizes that all his vaunted 
superiority must bow before the mystery of the growing seed.

THE GARDEN BRINGS ITS compensating joys, too. I believe 
I have had more “naches” from my giant, crisp, red radishes, with 
which I have treated the neighbors in profusion, than from all the 
pleasant and complimentary letters which readers of The Post from 
time to time send me. 

In the moral sense gardening is clean, honest, forthright. There 
is no sparring with hypocrites or money-mad critics. Even the bat- 
tles against dought or insect or encroaching weed are on primitive 
levels of honesty.

The proposal was brought be- 
fore the meeting for reconsider- 
ation as a result of the action of 
the executive committee revers- 
ing itself on an earlier decision 
by the Community Relations 
Committee that introduction of 
Hebrew should not be sought at 
this time. 


Caution Urged 

Basing arguments on existing 
tensions in the fashionable Cleve- 
land suburban community, Mrs. 
S. S. Kates, speaking for propon- 
ents of the measure, urged Coun- 
cil delegates to use caution, and 
to conduct a survey of public 

opinion by the Community Coun- 
cil on the advisability of introduc- 
ing Hebrew’ into Cleveland 
Heights High School. 

Tre recommendation was bit- 
terly attacked by the Bureau, 
and Gabriel Leeb assailed the 
Community Relations Commit- 
tee members for their move in 
deferring action at this time. 
He stated that the Bureau 
would consult with the Superin- 
tendent of Schools in Cleveland 
Heights anyway without re- 
gards to the outcome of this 
vote. 

Leeb said that the Bureau was 
basing its precedure on the action 
of the Executive Committee, be- 
cause, he stated, the introduction 
of Hebrew is the legitimate func- 
tion of the Bureau. 





No Rubber Stamps 
Mrs. Kates declared that the 
action of the Executive Commit 
tee about Hebrew should not be 
the final action in matters involv- 
ing the community. She said that 
the delegates had the right to 
hear the proposals and not be- 
come “merely rubber stamps.” 
Referring to a letter by the Bur- 
eau, addressed to Jerome N. Cur- 
tis, president of the Jewish Com- 
munity Council, asking that the 
discussion of the introduction of 
Hebrew should not be made a 
public issue, Mrs. Kates accused 
the Bureau and the Executive 
Committee of trying to keep the 
question from the delegates. 
“The delegates have a right to 
hear what will be done,” she said. 
“This is not a Zionist issue, and 
not a question of whether we 
want to see Hebrew taught. He- 
brew is a living tongue, but it 
should not be introduced into the 
school precipitously without 
knowing ajl the factors.”

Murdered 200 Jews, 


Gets Only Ten Years 

MUNICH, — (JTA) — Theo- 
dor Vogt, former Nazi district 
leader of the Stuttgart-Deger- 
loch area who was charged 
with killing approximately 200 
Jews during the German oc- 
cupation of Poland, was sent- 
enced to ten years imprison- 
ment in a labor camp by a 
Ludwigsburg denazification 
court. Witnesses at the trial 
testified that the defendant 
“publicly horsewhipped Jews 
and treated them with great 
brutality” while he was an 
Official in Poland.

The Record Rack 


AMAZING NEW ALBUM OFFERS 


MUSIC OF ISRAEL ETHNIC GROUPS 
Music of Palestine and the Middle East; Record. 
ed in Israel By Folk Music Department of the An. 
thropological Institute of Israel; Ethnic Folkways 
Library, N.Y.C. Four 10-Inch Plastic Records, 


$7.33. 


It would be difficult to imagine 
anything more genuine to the ear 
or authentic to the mind than the 
music contined in this remark- 
able album. 


To the Western intelligence 
these characteristic examples of 
traditional music of some of the 
ethnic groups now inhabitiing Is- 
rael might sound alien, strange, 
and judged by the standards of 
our own half-tone music, slightly 
comic. Nevertheless, the songs 
are anything but that to the per 
formers and the vast millions of 
people of which they are one. It 
is impossible not to feel that the 
strange rhythms and the stranger 
melodies are not part of the soul 
of these people, their religious ob- 
servances and their ways of life. 


Recorded under probably trying 
conditions and on the spot, in Is- 
rael, are songs and dances, chants 
prayers secular and_ religious 
songs, and recitations from the 
Bible and the Koran performed 
by Bokharian, Persian, Hebrew, 
Hebrew-Turkish, Hebrew-Orien- 
tal, Hebrew-Yemenite, and Arabic 
men and women who accompany 
themselves on native drums and 
instruments. 


There is hardly any basis for 
criticism here. The records are 
usqualifiedly fine as a Christmas 
carol or an anthem is fine, be- 
cause they are immemorial and 
represent the folkways of a peo- 
ple. It is possible not to care for 
these records on a purely person- 
al basis, but no one can with hon- 
esty question their integrity or 
their value as material in the lore 
of the world. 


The wild, Bokarian songs which 
betray the geographical origin of 
their people are exciting. The 
Arabic chants from the Koran 
display some of the most fervent 
chanting and certainly the best 
exhibition of manual breath con- 
trol I have ever heard. And for 
purposes of delineation, the ex- 
amples of Hebrew music from sec- 
tions of the same land were by 


far the most interesting. They de- 


served constant re-playing. 


Jewish folk music in Eastern 
lands follows the rule of adap- 
tion, but an adaption which 
falls short of total assimilation. 
The music of Yemenite Jews, 
therefore, though very similar 
to that of the Yemenite Moslem 
Arabs, is to @ certain degree 
different from it; the same be- 
ing the case with Persian, or 
Bokharian Jewish music. 


The musical tradition of Jews 
in the Middle East is at least in 
one respect richer than that of 
non Jews. They have retained cer- 
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tain styles of their own, and in 
addition, know most of the my. 
sic of their non-Jewish country. 
men, In some cases, as for in. 
stance in Persia, it is the Jewish 
musicians who know best the tra. 
ditional Persian folk music, s9 
that whenever entertainment ona 
larger scale is arranged in a Per. 
sian house, Jewish musicians are 
invited to perform. The Shah. 
name lines sung by Persian Jews 
in this album are a good illustra. 
tion of this point, 

As all Middle Eastern musie 
is based on singing, the musie. 
ians must first of all be singers, 
In some cases, it is the human 
voice which accompanies and un- 
derscores the melody presented 
by the soloist; sometimes this ae. 
companiment takes the form of 
mere ululation. 


Just as a Middle Eastern audi. 
ence will expect to hear familiar 
themes from a performing mu- 
sician, so will they find full 
artistic satisfaction only if they 
hear it with certain minor, but 
at the same time significant, vari. 
ations in which the artistic ae. 
complishments of the performer 
find their expression and outlet, 
The Middle Eastern musician ig 
always an exponent of his com. 
munity; he is not allowed to seek 
originality, but must confine him. 
self to themes well-known to his 
audience. Music is taught and 
learned personally from mouth 
to mouth. To learn it means to 
acquire from a trusting master 
all the branches of musical know. 
ledge from manual dexterity in 
building a musical instrument to 
philosophical insinght into the ne 
ture and laws of the sound. 

Record collectors will hardly 
find a more important or inter- 
esting addition to their libraries 
than this album. The Ethnic Folk 
ways Library has also recorded 
in native surroundings the musie 
of the Sioux and Navajo Indians, 
Equatorial Africa, Drums of Ha 
ita and Indonesia (Bali, Java, 
Sumatra, Malaya). 

In preparation are albums deak 
ing with the music of these coun- 
tries: Ethiopia, Haiti (Vol. 2), In 
dia, Cuba, Spain, Puerto Rico, 
Chili and Peru. Each album is 
equipped with a brochure describ 
ing the music and its origins. I 
might have wished for more de: 
tailed musical information, but 
have nothing to quibble about 
where the music itself is com 
cerned. The recording is excellent 
and the surfaces are clean and 
smooth.

recipes for soups which have “soup stock” as their base. 
BROWN STOCK 
3 pounds, beef, chuck and 6 peppercorns 
flanken mixed 1 bay leaf 
2 beef bones 2 sprigs parsley 
2% quarts cold water 3 whole cloves, if desired 

1 tablespoon salt % cup each, diced carrots, 

2 onion skins onicns, celery, turnips 
Bring the meat, bones and water to a boil, and let simmer three to 
four hours until the meat is almost tender. Add salt, herbs anc 
vegetables and let simmer ancther hour. Strain, and remove fat. 
Makes 3 pints of stock. 

Bouillon is the same as brown Stock, but should be perfectly 
clear. Skim continually, and clarify with egg. 

WHITE STOCK 

3 pcunds veal, chicken or a few celery tops, diced 

turkey 2 carrots, diced 

2 veal bones 6 peppercorns 

2% quarts cold water 1 onion, diced 

1 tablespoon salt 

Follow instructions for Brown Stock. 
FARINA SOUP 

3 pints soup stock 1 egg beaten 

% cup farina: 1 tablespoon cold water 
Bring-soup stock to a boil, let boil hard. Sprinkle farina into boil- 
ing stock lightly and gradually, otherwise soup will be lumpy, and 
stir. Let boil 15 minutes. Beat egg with the cold water, place in 
bowl, and pour soup into beaten egg very gradually, stirring con- 
stantly, so that it dces not curdle. Serve immediately. In making 
this soup, use only soup stock which has been previously chilled 
and from which the fat has been removed entirely. 

GREEN KERN SOUP 

% cup green kern 1 slice rye bread, toasted 

2 cups cold water 1 teaspoon salt 

3 pints hot soup stock % teaspoon pepper 
Wash green kern, then soak in the cold water several hours or over 
night. Do not drain after soaking, but bring to boiling pcint in 
water in which it has scaked. Add rye toast, and let simmer until 
green kern is tender. As the water evaporates, keep adding soup 
stock to it, a little at a time, until all of stock has been added. 
Strain soup if desired, or serve as it is. Serve with croutons. Or 
dry the green kern, grind it fine, and ccok in the soup stock until 
tender, 

JULIENNE SOUP 

3 pints soup stock green pease, carrots, 

potatoes ,if desired onions, celery 
Dice the vegetables, or cut them into shreds about as thick as ¢é 
match, and mix. There should be about 2 cups of mixed vegetables. 
Heat the soup stock to the boiling pcint, add the vegetables, anc 
jet simmer an hour or until tender.

MORE AND MORE I’m begin- 
ning to regret the fact that some 
months back, in objecting vigor- 
ously to the American Jewish 
Committee plan for setting up a 
national Anglo-Jewish newspaper, 
I was forced to report publicly 
the deficits being incurred by 
COMMENTARY, the Committee’s 
monthly publication. 


I now have swung complete- 
ly around in my viewpoint and 
I feel that money cannot be 
used as a criterion when some- 
thing is involved of such inesti- 
mateable cultural value as 
COMMENTARY. 


The periodical may do what 
could not be done by the expendi- 
ture of millions of Dollars. In- 
fact, I’m convinced that it’s al- 
ready beginning to win back for 
Judaism all the Jewish intellactu- 
als who—by ignoring the fact 
were Jewish as much as they 
they were permitted to do—were 
slowly but inevitably following 
the path of complete assimilation, 
I think COMMENTARY has given 
pride to these college professors 
and artists, and of course many 
business men, althcugh this lat- 
ter category had been won back 
to Judaism through other forces. 


Recently I had occasion to 
spend some time, after an interval 
of about 10 years, with a one- 
time ccllege roomate, who is now 
a full professor at one of our 
leading but exclusive institutions 
of higher learning. There are only 
five recognizable Jewish profes- 
sors on his faculty. 


In my last correspendence— 
which goes back more than 10 
years—he wondered in writing 
how I had become so absorbed 
in Jewish work, when at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina in the 
late 1920’s, none of the members 
cf the Jewish student body con- 
cerned themselves with Jewish 
problems other than their effect 
on them as Jews in the environ- 
ment in which they lived. 


Later on, as Hitler appeared on 
the horizon, my ex-roommate be- 
gan to show, in his letters to me, 
although by indirection, that in- 
terest in Jewish community life 
could bring satisfaction and fill 
needs of the individual. 


But in my meeting with him 
two weeks ago, I found a 
change. I'm not disturbed by 
it becuse I feel that he is only 
talking a good game and that 
underneath it all, his instincts 
are sound and that things will 
turn out all right. 


He now has a lovely 4% year 
old daughter and he’s concerned 
about her. Although he and his 
wife are Jews and want everyone 
to know it, he is seriously think- 
ing of sending her to church 
Sunday schcol. So when the head 
of one of the largest psychiatric 
hospitals in New York was on the 
campus, as a visiting lecturer, the 
parents sought his advice. 

“Don't let her know she’s differ- 
ent from the others. Send her to 
Church Sunday school and to 
church services,” is what this 
leading — Jewish — psychiatrist 
advised. 

We were discussing his daugh- 


ter and he took a very material- 
istic viewpoint. I have an idea 
that his wife, whose instincts as 
a woman must be surer, had re- 
servations but he felt that the 
girl should be allowed to go her 
way as a non-Jew and marry a 
non Jew. He wondered how that 
would react on him and his wife, 
since it might alienate the daugh- 
ter from them, which shows that 
his thinking is sound, if his con- 
clusions are not. 


He wants his daughter to es- 
cape. To be a Jew in the Ameri- 
can environment is a detriment 
and he’s so concerned with his 
daughter’s happiness that he 
doesn’t want to saddle her with 
all the disabilities she will face 
as a Jewess. 


He told me a story with a 
surprising ending, of the Jewish 
family in town—the father a 
professor and the three children 
all of whom were sent to Sun- 
day School and Church. When 
they grew up, however, ail went 
away to college where they 
made Jewish acquaintances, 
and all married Jews and every- 
body is pleased, including the 
parents who never let anybody 
know they were anything but 
Jewish. 


Now I think that COMMEN-: 
TARY is exactly what the doctor 
would prescribe here. My friend 
would learn that many others are 
confronted with the problems 
that disturb him, although per- 
haps not from the specific stand- 
point with which he faces them. 
He would find that he can be 
Jewish, his daughter can be a fine 
Jewess and that there will be 
more than enough satisfaction to 
offset the disabilities of an enviro- 
nment predicted on false values.. 


I hope COMMENTARY will 
now forgive me. I only hope that 
COMMENTARY will get the sup- 
port it deserves from readers and 
advertisers and will overcome its 
difficulties, including the ones I 
had to throw in its direction. 





Funeral Rites Held 
For Rabbi Philipson 


CINCINNATI—(WNS) — Fun- 
eral services were held here for 
Rabbi David Philipson, the “dean 
of the American Reform Rab- 
binate,” who died at Boston aft- 


er collapsing at a session of the 
convention of the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis at 
Bretton Woods, New Hampshire. 

The 87-year-old rabbi appeared 
in good health when he arrived 
at Bretton Woods. After his col- 
lapse he was taken to Boston, 
where he died. Dr. Philipson, 
one of the most virulent oppon- 
ents of Zionism, was born in 
Wabash, Indiana. He was among 
the first to be graduated from 
the Hebrew Union College here. 
He was a member of the Hebrew 
Union College faculty from 1889 
to 1906. In 1885 he played a 
leading role in the Reform rab- 
binical convention which con- 
cluded with the drawing of the 
“Pittsburgh Platform,” a_ state- 
ment of principles of Reform 
Judaism.

The UJA And The CJFWF 


HE current dispute between the United 

Jewish Appeal and the National Council 
of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds is 
not nearly so indissoluble as it may seem at 
present. In a few weeks, more mature advice 
will prevail and the situation will work itself 
out to the benefit of both parties. 

The controversy is over participation of the 
local communities, represented by the CJFWF, 
in the planning and organizing of the UJA, a 
prerogative hitherto jealously guarded by the 
UJA. The UJA has dodged the current ques- 
tion—the right of the people who give, the 
local communities, to participate in all the de- 
cisions. Sooner or later, however, the UJA will 
capitulate and when it does, it will look back 
with chagrin at its stubbornness in this case. 

To tell the truth, the demands of the CJFWF~ 
are minimum ones. They don’t even ask for the 
power of vote. They merely ask the privilege 
of sitting in on negotiations so they may add 
the wisdom of their experience to all phases 
of this important part of the machinery of the 
present-day Jewish community. 

The fears of the UJA people that the CJFWF 
will—if permission is given it to participate in 
the work—become more powerful may be valid, 
but nothing the UJA can or will do is going to 
change this forward march of the CJFWF. The 
UJA cannot afford the luxury of any disrupting 
disputes at this juncture in its history lest it 
weaken its effectiveness and value for years to 
come. 

The UJA two years ago did agree to permit 
the CJFWF to take part in some degree in goal 


setting and similar labors. And in this respect, 
the UJA has been less than honorable in jtg 
evasion. The CJFWF could legitimately make 
greater demands and it could bring its case tg 
the American Jewish community more force 
fully but it recognizes the implications and jg 
concerned lest one of the key instruments of 
the Jewish community be affected adversely, 

Wiser heads would welcome the CIF WF into 
the UJA. Thereby the CJFWF would accept its 
share of the responsibility and the current spa 
cific problem—which has to do with local cap 
ital funds as against the UJA insistence on 
maximum channeling of funds for overseas aiq 
—would be worked out in an atmosphere of 
common interest instead of in terms of the 
present clash. Were the local communities jp 
the UJA, they would hardly make allocations 
for local capital fund needs without giving serj. 
ous consideration to the effect of their action, 
In addition, they would have full access to the 
same information about the needs of the UJA 
that the UJA has. 

The UJA will have increasingly difficult needs 
to meet before the demands of the rest of the 
world on the U. S. Jewish community will re 
cede to normal. It needs all the help it can get 
from every part of the U. S. Jewish commu 
nity. 

Had the UJA given the CJFWF a role in its 
work, the UJA might not be in the present 
impasse where it feels constrained to complain 
to the local communities and even in a sense 
to make threats, because of the diversion, of 
funds to local needs. 


Handling the Council and Dual Loyalty Charges 


VOTE is now being taken in Jewish com- 

munities wherever there is an official pub- 
lic relations body on whether to take to the 
general press a statement avowing the single 
loyalty of the Jewish community to the United 
States and answering those who either charge 
dual loyalty or provide a platform for that 
charge or both. The vote unquestionably will 
be in the negative. 

The National Community Relations Advisory 
Council voted by a narrow margin to give the 
statement to the general press now, but the 
NCRAC—aided by the judgement of the local 
communities—will, The Post feels, reverse that 
decision. 

The fact that the American Council for Juda- 
ism has placed the Jewish community of the 
United States in this dangerous position would 
warrant an editorial in itself IF the Council 
was worth editorial comment at a point so close 
to its inevitable dissclution. 


At the fourth annual convention of the 
Council, Carroll Binder, a Minneapolis newspa 
per editorial writer, made a speech loaded with 
hateful charges which the Council itself sent 
out to all the daily papers. The Post at that 
time called for action against the Council. That 
was two years ago, 

The dual loyalty charge which the Council 
has nourished is a dangerous one. But at the 
moment the Council is doing nothing in this d 
rection. Taking this fact into consideration, 
The Post feels that the following change in pro 
cedure on the part of the NCRAC would seem 
to be justified: 

The resolution should be passed and given to 
the Yiddish and Anglo-Jewish press for imme 
diate publication. At the same time, the 
NCRAC should be authorized to publish the 
statement in the general press whenever the 
Rabbi Elmer Berger group repeats its self-im 
molating accusation. 


Reform and Conservative Cooperation 


T BOTH the convention of the Rabbinical 
Assembly and of the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis, there were many times 
during the discussion when, on one subject or 
another, mention was made not only of the need 
for cooperation between the two groups of 
rabbis, but also of the narrowing area of dif- 
ference between the thinking of the two bodies 
on important issues. 
The suggestion that the two bodies meet to- 
gether for at least part of their annual conven- 
tions would probably not at this time get much 


support, but in view of the need for joint action 
between them on so many occasions, it would 
seem likely that a standing commission culd 
be set up whose ‘Sole task would be to imple 
ment actions which both groups want baad carry 
out in common. 

A start of this kind would serve to accentt 
ate the common agreements and pave the way 
for other developments even more significant 
The goals of the two groups are identical. It 
is time to make a beginning toward working 
more closely together. 


Take Down The Invisible Signs, Too 


EWS that the city of Miami Beach has 

passed a law banning the display of such 
signs as “Gentiles Only,” “Restricted Clientele,” 
etc., is welcome but it dees not complete the 
need for rectification of this mess. 

Gilbert J. Balkin, Anti-Defamation League 
representative in Miami, said his office de- 
veloped the law. Jews—even if they do not con- 
stitute a majority on the city council—certainly 
are important enough to Miami Beach’s wel- 
fare tc make passage of such a law a cer- 
tainty. 

So the area in which action still is needed 


and on which no news has been forthcoming i 
in connection with the refusal of Miami Beach 
hotels, mest of which are owned and operated 
by Jews, to employ Jews. 

The outlawing by the Miami Beach city cour 
cil of this practice is just as important as the 
banning of signs, signs which were hardly it 
appearance anywhere anyway. Unquestionably 
the city council must know about this situation 
and unquestionably Mr. Balkin has tried to d0 
something about it.

CHALUTZIM HAVE POSITIVE OUTLOOK 
JEWS MIGHT WELL LEARN, SAYS ONE

A recent editorial entitled, 
“Who Will Undertake this Task?” 
dealing with chalutziut and the 
ZOA, you made mention of a 
few things that we of Haoleh, 
the chalutz arm of IZFA, feel 
should be elarified for your 
readers, 

Firstly IZFA is neither a Gen- 
eral ionist group nor a college 
branch of the ZOA. IZFA is an 
educational movement with no 
political attachments. To a great 
extent it is in this non-political 
position that our uniqueness and 
vitality rests. We feel that Zion- 
ism and Jewish education in gen- 
eral should not be limited by 
political slantings. Haoleh, as a 
chalutz group, does not believe 
in making Israelis before they 
arrive at Haifa. We are an ed- 
ucational movement that is free 
from the necessity of rational- 
izing what somebody, alien to 
our control and representation, 
does or says. 


The second thing is what is 
implied “in the case” of Shul- 
amith Reder, Perhaps it will be 
a good lesson for some segments 
of our apathetic American Jew- 
ish community that are seeking 
a rationale in their reaction 
against Zionism and especially 
chalutziut. 


Shulamith was the rosh of Ha- 
oleh and was extremely active 
individually. Today she is on 
Hachshara at our Hechalutz 
Chava at Avrill Park, New York. 
Yet, although she will be in 
Eretz within a short time and 
although she is one of those 
“subverters of American Jewish 


youth,” a chalutza, she is vitally 
interested in the American Jew- 
ish community. She is not, as the 
chalutz in general is not, and as 
certain segements of American 
Jewry seem to think, a separate 
and disillusioned idealist who has 
absolutely no place in the frame- 
work of American Jewish life. 


If this line of thought is con- 
tinued a bit, perhaps another les- 
son can be learned by the “ration- 
ale-accepting” American Jew. The 
lesson is inherent in the action 
of the chalutz, The chalutz be- 
lieves in something and then does 
it. The Chalutz believes in some- 
thing and prepares himself so 
that he will be able to under- 
take the task before him. He 
or she does not spend nights 
.writing articles and concocting 
philosophies to explain his ex- 
istence. The chalutz does! If the 
thinking Jew would take time 
out to work maybe he would lose 
his inferiority complex that for- 
ces him to distort the nature of 
both chalutziut and the chaultz. 
If the Jew would to this, prepare 
for action and then act, perhaps 
we could have a truely vital Jew- 
ish community and culture. 


I suppose that asking the 
American Jew to become a chal- 
utz would be just one step too 
far in most Jewish circles today. 
I'd like to ask them, however, 
to understand the chalutz and 
the chalutz movement as an im- 
portant and vital part of the Jew- 
ish scene today, If the Jew does 
not do so, he will be making it 
much harder for himself and 
much harder to understand what 
kind of Jewish life he is living.

Limiting Migration 
Urged On Israel 


LONDON — The first formal 
proposal for limitation of im- 
migration into Israel came this 
week from an official of the 
World Jewish Congress. 

Dr. L. Zelmanowitz, secretary- 
general of the British section of 
the WJC said that the present 
mounting tide of immigration 
should be regulated according to 
a planned policy. 

He said the policy should be 
geared to the needs of Israel for 
settlers in frontier areas like the 
Negev. He suggested that Jews

Prejudice In Germany 

BERLIN — (JTA) — Plans for 
combatting racial and religious 
prejudice in ten major German 
cities and several dozen smaller 
communities were announced 
here this week by Carl F. Ziet- 
low, special adviser to the U. S. 
Military Government. 

“Catholic bishops, Protestant 
clergymen, rabbis, theological 
school professors and laymen of 
all three faiths have joined with 
mayors, industrialists, labor un- 
ion leaders and publishers in set- 
ting up groups to promote better 
human relations with German 
communities,” he said. 

Zietlow, who is liaison repre- 
sentative in Germany of the In- 
ternational Council of Christians 
and Jews, added that by the end 
of this summer, there would be 
at least 120 active leaders on 
committees for inter-faith coun- 
cils in Munich, Stuttgart, Wies- 
baden and Frankfurt, and six 
new councils would be developed 
next year in Berlin, Bremen, 
Nuremberg, Karlsruhe, Kassel 
and Augsburg. 








17 Jewish Groups

TABAK'S STUDY 


OF HEINE 


THROWS LIGHT ON MYSTERY 


Judaic Lore in Heine, By Israel Tabak, The

w important Irterary figures 
of modern times present so 

many riddles to the student as 

the great German lyric poet, 

Heinrich Heine. During his life 

of 58 years, he was Jew and 

Christian and again Jew, liberal 

and conservative, Berliner and 

Parisian, romanticist and class- 

icist, blase cynic and ardent re- 

former. - 

The problem of his person- 
ality and his literary creativity 
has fasinated many writers, some 
of whom claim him as essentialy 
Jewish, others of whom prefer 
to consider him as typically Ger- 
man, even Rhenish, Still others 
more reasonably study the dif- 
ferent components in his com- 
plex figure, trying to analyze its 
sources, without denying its com- 
plexty. Among the latter be 
longs Dr. Israel Tabak, whose 
“Judaic Lore in Heine” is a dis- 
tinguished contribution toward 
the solution of the problem, 


The events of the past 16 
years make Rabbi Tabak’s book 
a very actual contribution to 
the thought of our time, since 
the Nazis did their best to 
suppress Heine’s work, 

Certain poems of Heine were, 
however, so deeply embedded in 
the household tradition of mod- 
ern Germany that the Nazis gen- 
erally preferred to label them as 
“anonymous,” thus permitting 
them a certain life under the 
swastika. “Die Lorelei” is the 
best known examples of this tend- 
ency. 

The author wisely resists the 
temptation to go into this his- 
torical development in Germany, 
and his admirable bibliography 
lists only two items from Ger- 
many after 1933, neither of which 
are mentioned in the body of the 
book, It will be an instructive 
task to write a critical study 
of the treatment of Heine by Ger- 
man writers of the Nazi period. 

Dr. Tabak has done well, and 
no critical reader can read the 
book without being pleased by 
the author's objective attitude, 
which is based on a thorough 
combing of all the poet’s pub- 
lished writings for Jewish rem- 
iniscences, 

Not only does he give us more 
material than has ever been 
brought together before, but he 
analyzes Heine’s poems in the 
light of the letters and the poet’s 
relations with the nascent Verein 
fur Kultur und Wissenschaft, der 
Juden. Tabak’s judgements are 
sane: he discounts efforts to re- 
cognize some intangible “Jew- 
ishness” in the poet’s romant- 
icism and even in Heine’s enthus- 
iastic discovery of the sea; he in- 
sists repeatedly on the import- 
ance of the fusion of German and 
Jewish traditions, a fusion which 
greatly enriched European liter- 
ature. For Heine was never so 
fully appreciated in Germany. as 
he was abroad; his cosmopolitan 
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Introducing .. «

In these days hen the vogue 
of comparing national European 
psychologies has spreed to this 
country—ironically enough 
through the unconscious propa 
gation of European ideas by ref, 
ugees—it is refreshing to fing 
a book which relies for its effect 
on the weight of direct confront. 
ation of Heine with his biblical, 
rabbinic, and more recent Jewish 
sources, At most the author limitg 
himself to pointing out, for ex 
ample, that Heine’s humor had 
much of the rabbinic and the 
popular Jewish about it, so that 
this companent of his literary 
personality may be considered 
as strongly influenced by his 
Jewish background, 


After the mass of evidence 
brought together and method 
ically classified by Rabbi Tabak; 
the snap judgements of such 
critics as Heinrich Reu (cited on 
pp. 114 f.) that Heine was little 
influenced by the Bible can be 
easily disproved. Heine can now 
be much better understood as a 
Jew, as a German, and as a coe 
mopolite. The next biographer of 
the great lyric poet will find 
rich material in Tabak’s book for 
a reappraisal of his subject. We 
congratulate the author and his 
advisors on a notable book, as 
fascinating as it is instructive,

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Charge Israeli Soldiers Provoked Incidents 


[srael Orthodox Bloc Plans Ple 


To Extremists to Drop Violence 


JERUSALEM—tThe United Religious Bloc in Israel has agreed 
to seek to persuade the Neturai Karte to use less violent methods 
in their battle to force other Israeli Jews to observe Biblical law in 
Jerusalem, it was disclosed this week. 

The disclosure was made in an announcement by the Mizrachi 


(religious Zionist) World Central 
in Jerusalem in a report to all 
Mizrachi centers outside of Israel. 

The statement charged that sec- 
ular-minded Jews have deliberate- 
ly provoked members of the ex- 
tremist Orthodox group and that 
Israeli police have assaulted mem- 
pers of the Neturai Karte (Guard- 
jans of the City.) ; 

The statement, which was sign- 
ed by S. Z. Shragai, Mizrachi 
member of the Jewish Agency, 
traced the background of the re- 
cent violence which has led the 
extremists to throw stench bombs 
into theaters in Jerusalem oper- 
ating on the Sabbath and similar 
violence. 

Started With Mandate 

Shragai said that during the 
British mandate, the Vaad Leumi 
(the Jewish governing body) ap- 
proved a resolution making Sab- 
path observance mandatory. He 
said the Sabbath Traffic ordinance 
obliged both the military and the 
police to observe those provisions. 

“To our regret the guardians 
of the law are very lax,” the re- 
port said. “in this respect, and 
military and police cars are seen 
throughout the day, taking adults 
and even crowds of young people 
to all sorts of excursions. They 
do not avoid passing synagogues 
and the Sabbath is flagrantly de- 
scrated.” 

Shragai said the fact that those 
entrusted with enforcement of the 
Sabbath law had openly violated 
it “was directly responsible for 
the organization of demonstra- 
tions by religious Jews outside 
the cinemas. 

“Despite the orderly nature of 
the demonstrations, the police 
used violent methods in dispers- 
ing the demostrators, beating 
them and compelling them to 
travel in police trucks on the 
Sabbath to the stations.” 

Shragai was referring to the 
peaceful demonstrations which a 
government commission said “got 
out of hand” when members of 
the extremist group swung into 
more direct action. 

Charge Civilians Attacked 
Shragai charged that Israeli 
soldiers went into the homes of 
Jews and assaulted them follow- 
ing the Shevuous incident when 
the extremists set up roadblocks 
to prevent soldiers from bringing 
food to comrades on duty during 
the Holy Day. The extremists 
pelted the soldiers with rocks . 
“It is still not clear whether 
the jeeps were engaged in their 
Official duties,” Shragai said, in 
commenting on the roadbliccks. 
"It is nevertheless almost super- 
fluous to add that even in such 
a case, there was no reason for 
the soldiers to travel past crowd- 
ed synagogues when they can 
follow a number of alternative 
Toutes.” 

The Mizrachi official backed 
his implied charge that the Is- 
raeli soldiers deliberately chose 
to drive past synagogues with 
the assertion that in Tel Aviv 
“a special police patrol diverts 
traffic from passing the syna- 
sogues.” 

He said that the Neturei Karta 
“have of course taken full advan- 
tage of the situation to cable 
Protests and to contact Gentile 
‘philanthropists’ and to villify the 
Zionists for depriving them of all 
Possibility of observing the Sab- 
bath.” 


Denounces Mapai 
Shagrai also charged that the 
joint statement of the Mapai and 


the Mapam political parties con- 
demning the extremists slander- 
ed religious Jews. 

He rejected the contention of 
the two leftwing parties that the 
issue involved only the extrem- 
ists, asserting that “all religious 
Jewry is involved.” 

“The United Religious Front 
devoted a special session to a 
discussion of the matter,” he re- 
ported. “It was decided to en- 
deavor to influence the Neturei 
Karte to desist from the methods 
they had adopted which could 
only result in damaging the 
cause of the Sabbath.” 

Shragai quoted some state- 
ments which he said appeared on 
placards published by Mapam 
and Mapai after the clashes in 
Jerusalem. ‘He said one placard 
contained the statement: 

“Down with the atrocity propa- 
ganda of the forces of darkness 
in the Yishuv. Down with ter- 
roristic attempts to set up relig- 
ious domination over the Yishuv.”

Poland Cracks Down On Zionists — 
Again; Hungary Seizes Hundreds

NEW YORK—Leaders of the Communist-controlled governments 
in two satellite states, Poland and Hungary, stepped up their drives 
this week in an effort to smash all Zionist activity and seal their bor- 
ders against Jews seeking to escape to Israel. 

Polish border police reported the liquidation of a “big organiza- 


tion” engaged in smuggling Jews 
and others out of the country. 

The announcement followed the 
seizure of a group of Jews and six 
Poles seeking to cross the Polish- 
Clovak frontier. A number of ar- 
rests were made of people help- 
ing the new underground. One 
of those was the rabbi of Wal- 
brzych, Nisan Gesang. 

Reports reaching Tel Aviv 
indicated that new arrests of 
Zionist leaders took place in 
Hungary following the senten- 
cing of six Zionist leaders in 
Budapest to prison terms on 
charges of aiding Israel-bound 
Jews to leave the country il- 
legally. 

The reports indicated that at 
least 200 Zionists were arrested 
in a week and placed in a con- 
centration camp near Pest. 

Close Down Rescue 

From Warsaw came the report 
that the federation of Zionist 
groups of Lodz, which was organ- 
ized shortly after the liberation 
for the purpose of finding and 

removing children from non-Jew- 
ish homes and sending them to 
Israel, has been closed down by 
Polish authorities. 

The cfficial reason given was 
that the federation had not regis- 
tered with the government and 
was therefore illegal. 

During the past few years, the 
group rescued some 500 Jewish 
children, frequently paying large 
sums to ransom them, 

The Jewish section of the Po-

On the basis of prior offi- 
cial statements, it had been gen- 
erally believed that none of these 
actions would be taken until a 
formal settlement had been con- 
cluded between Israel and its 
Arab neighbors. 


Explaining the unexpected 
move, Col. Moshe Ophir, mili- 
tary governor of Jaffa who will 
return to civilian life after a 
year’s service, said: “There is 
longer any necessity for bar- 
bed wire and other restrictions. 
The Arabs here have proved 
their loyalty to the state of Is- 
rael. We are satisfied that they 
do not represent a threat to our 
security.” 


The curfew was more a protec- 
tive than a restrictive measure, 
Col. Ophir said. “With passions 
as high as they were during the 
fighting all last year,” he ex- 
plained, “we felt that the cur- 
few would offer the most effec- 
tive protection for the Arabs 
against any unruly, undisciplined 
elements among the Israeli sol- 
diers and newly-arrived, home- 
less immigrants.”

Freeland League Accused Anew 
Of Misrepresenting Surinam

PROVIDENCE, R. I.—Mrs. Archibald Silverman, noted Zionist 
leader, charged this week that the Freeland League was still actively 
seeking to raise huge sums from U. S. Jews for its Surinam reset- 
tlement plan despite the fact that the government of that state has 
suspended all negotiations on the project. 


All negotiations were broken 
off last year on proposals to re- 
settle 30,000 Jewish DPs in the 


* tropical area in exchange for a 


promise cf $35,000,000. 

The plan involved a commit- 
ment that the Jewish DPs would 
never leave the proposed Jewish 
settlement to go into the state’s 
one city, Paramaribo. 

When news of the suspension 
ef negotiations was made public 
by Mrs, Silverman, it was gener- 
ally assumed that the 
proposal, and the Free- 
land League’s money- 
raising efforts for it, 
was. defunct. 

Mrs. Silverman, in resuming 
her fight against the Freeland 
League, said this week that such 
reports were premature. 

Mrs. Silverman made the trip 
to Surinam last year and return- 
ed with a report that the land 
was wholly unsuitable for Euro- 
peans. She subsequently charged 
ed that despite Surinam’s official 
rejection ef the plan, the Free- 
land League continued to issue 
public statements that the 
Dutch government, then in con- 
trol of Surinam, was offering a 
haven to 30,000 Jews. 

Big Fund Talk 

She told The Post this week 
that the Freeland League held a 
meeting in Los Angeles which 
she attended. She said that at 
the meeting, a League spokes- 
man told a questioner that the 
League received funds from the 
Jewish Labor Committee, the 
American Jewish Committee, the 
Joint Distribution Committee and 
“certain individuals.” = 

She quoted the League spokes- 
man as saying that “pretty soon 
we are going into the commun. 
ities to ask for our share of the 
United Jewish Appeal.” 

She said that she took no ac- 
tion about the Los Angeles meet- 
ing because she felt it would be 
the last of such appeals “since 
the scheme was definitely dead.” 

What changed her’ mind, she 
said, was a letter she received 
last May from one of the lead- 
ers of the Jewish community in 
Paramaribo, who wrote that since 
the shelving of the project, Suri- 
nam had received a new status 
and now has self-government. 

League Back in Action 

The Jewish leader in Paramar- 
ibo wrote that the local branch 
of the Freeland League had re- 
newed its campaign for the pro-

posal with an appeal to Surinam 
residents based on the theme of 
the money Surinam would alleg- 
edly obtain if the new Parliament 
accepted the project. 

The Freeland League has a 
long record of seeking areas 
for resettlement for Jews in 
many parts of the world, but 
not in Palestine or in the Jew- 
ish State. 

Commenting on the letter, 
Mrs. Surinam said that “evident- 
ly, the Freeland League, having 
learned that Dutch Guiana had 
procured her independence and 
that a new legislative Council is 
being elected, came along once 
again with the lure of American 
millions to angle before the eyes 
of a backward and impoverished 
government.” 

When she_ received the letter 
from Surinam, she decided to in- 
vestigate the sources from which 
funds might ccme for revival of 
the Freeland League plan, she 
said. 

Her investigations proved that 
the Freeland League has never 
received a cent from either the 
American Jewish Committee or 
the Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee, nor has it ever received any 
money from the Jewish Welfare 
Funds, she said. 

She charged that the League 
was stirring up trouble in Suri- 
nam for the handful of Jews in 
Paramaribo and that anti-Semi- 
tism was spreading as the eolon- 
ization scheme promotion  con- 
tinued. ; 

She also charged that DPs in 


Europe were being “falsely en- 
ccuraged and misled at a moment 
when, because of crowded con- 
ditions in Israel, it would be com- 
paratively easy to induce them 
to prefer to be sent to Surinam, 
of which they know nothing but 
the lies and misrepresentaticns 
propagated by the League.” 

The Freeland League waits 
to pounce on difficult periods in 
the Zionist effort to resettle- 
ment the homeless DPs in Is- 
rael, she said. 

“Last August his cry was “The 
Jews of Europe don’t want to go 
to Israel to be killed by the 
Arabs,’ Today, he capitalizes on 
the over-crowdedness of Israel 
in order to stimulate interest in 
the disease-infested, below-water- 
level-jungles close to the Equator 
in Surinam,” she said. 

She _ accused the Freeland 
League of “making rash promis- 
es of millions of dollars in order 
to buy its way into a most un- 
suitable ccuntry, where the Jews 
are definitely not wanted, since 
the natives are most antagonis- 
tic to the idea of more Jews into 
their land.”

Disputes Vatican 

NEW YORK, — (JTA)—Char- 
ges by the Vatican Radio that 
Israeli troops invaded a Catholic 
convent at Ain Karem last month 
have been denied by a Catholic 
dignitary, Father Terrence, Pat- 
riarchal Vicar of Southern Pal- 
estine, it was revealed here this 
week by the American Christian 
Palestine Committee, 

In a letter written to Rabbi J. 
Herzog of the Israeli Ministry 
of Religious Affairs, Father Ter- 
rence stated: “I have _ investi- 
gated the matter, and the Fran- 
ciscan sisters in Ain Karem tell 
me that nothing has occurred 
which, to their knowledge, would 
substantiate the exaggerated and 
inaccurate impression said to 
have been made public by the 
Vatican Radio.” 





Mapam Needles Mapai 
On DP Joblessness 

TEL AVIV—(JTA) —Of the 
200,000 immigrants expected in 
Israel this year, tens of thou- 
sands will remain without em- 
ployment and at least half of 
them without housing, Dr. Moshe 
Sneh, of the left-wing Mapam 
Party, charged this week when 
the Israeli parliament resumed 
debate on the government budg- 
et. 

Dr. Sneh asserted that for pur- 
poses of immigrant absorption 
this year the government has 
only $250,000,000 at its disposal. 
The sum needed is $500,000,000, 
which means that “Israel faces 
the threat of enslavement to for- 
eign capital,” he added. 


ISRAEL ADMITS TRAGIC EROR 


IN ITS EXECUTION OF ‘TRAITOR?

TEL AVIV—A review of the case of the late Meyer Tobiansky 
of Jerusalem, who was tried by a Haganah court June 30, 1948, on a 
charge of treasonably giving information to the enemy, convicted 


and shot the same day, now establishes that Tobiansky was innocent 
and the sentence and execution a tragic mistake. 


Premier David Ben-Gurion, 
who is also defense minister, re- 
ported on the proceeding this 
week. The review was ordered 
on the application of Tobiansky’s 
widow. The Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral went over the evidence and 
reexamined the records of the 
trial, establishing Tobiansky’s 
innocence. 

In an effort to rectify this 
miscarriage of justice so far as 
the survivors are concerned, the 
chief of the general staff of the 
Israeli Defense Army, with the 
approval of Ben Gurion as De- 
fense Minister, will confer post- 
humously on Tobiansky the rank 
of Captain. Tobainsky was form- 
erly an office of Haganah, with 
which he served for 22 years, 
and was a Major in the British 
Army in World War II. He 
worked as an engineer with the 
Jerusalem electric company. 

Tobiansky’s body will be 
moved to the military ceme- 
tery with full honors, The state 
will arrange suitable compen- 
sation for the widow and son. 


A military funeral will take 
place in Jersualem next Thurs. 
day and the procession wil] 
pass the school where the 
year-old son of Tobiansky 

a student. 

Tobiansky was charged with 
furnishing to the management of 
the Jerusalem electric company 
a list of power users. The ag. 
sumption was that the Arab 
enemy pinpointed the industria] 
and military establishments for 
shelling, through this means, 

The accused man did not deny 
giving the list to the British, who 
were maintaining contact with 
the Arabs. The verdict against 
Tobiansky was found by a field 
general court martial. Those re. 
sponsible for the unjust verdict 
against Tobiansky are now to 
be put on trial, Ben Gurion said, 

The Defense Minister wrote the 
widow twice. On Dec. 27, 1948, 
he informed her of the pro 
jected review, and on July i, 
1949, he told her of the new 
verdict absolving Tobiansky.

Alexander Weallans, a London 
constable, who was convicted of 
having set fire to several Jewish- 
owned shops last April was sen- 
tenced this week to five years 
in prison.

to do.”
